CAUGHT nt FRANCE. 


LONDON, May 
84.—The arrest of 


O'Brien, the New York bunko steerer, 
has been confirmed. He was captured 
at Havre while leaving the steam- 
er Marseilles, which left New Or- 
leans on May 1 for Havre and Ant- 
werp. The fugitive tried to leave the 
steamer with the cargo when he was 
detected and captured. O'Brien will be 
given an opportunity, it is stated, to 
fight against extradition, and as soon as 
he was arrested he inquired about get- 
ting counsel. The proceedings for his ex- 
tradition will have to be under the pres- 
ent French treaty, which is quite re- 
stricted in its terms as compared with 
the treaty negotiated by Mr. Whitclaw 
Reid, and which has not, it is stated, 
been approved in America. 
Couldn't Hold Him. 


LONDON, May 34.—A later dispatch 


from Havre says that 0'IJrien, the no- 
torious American criminal who was 
captured in that city by the French po- 
lice, has succeeded in makinghis escape 
and is again at large. The police are con- 
ducting an active search for him and the 
vessels in the harbor are closely 
watched. Notice has also been tele- 
graphed to all the adjoining towns. It 
is believed that O'Brien will make his 
way to Belgium, and that his original 
intention was to proceed to that country. 


Investigation shows that there is 


little doubt that a companion of the 
bunco steerer bribed the detectives who 
had charge of O'Urien to let him get 
away. Scotland Yard detectives were 
preparing to go to Havre to identify 
O'Brien when the news arrived that 
he had escaped. The commissary of 
police at Havre is greatly stirred up on 
account of O'Brien having got away, 
and he has not only called all his sub- 
ordinates to account, but has tele- 
graphed to every port in France a de- 
scription of the man.

School district! In Mlnneiotn Get the 


Deneflt of Liquor Llceniea. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 84.— The state 


supreme court in a case brought before 
it from Sibley county has decided the 
special law providing for the payment

district of 


the money received from 
the sale 


of liquor licenses in a village em- 
braced within such district to be 
constitutional. The courts holds that 
this special act does not conflict, as has 
been claimed, with certain clauses of 
the constitution, since it is not a grant 
of corporate privilege nor yet a special 
or exclusive privilege, immunity or 
•franchise within the meaning of those 
clauses. 


Must Itcplant. 


MASCOUTAII, 111., May 34.—Hundreds 


of acres of corn planted in this section 
of the state prior to the recent heavy 
rains must be replanted. The seed has 
rotted in the ground. Farmers are gen- 
erally discouraged owing to the late- 
ness of the season and fear that they 
will be unable to put in a crop.

time farmers, however, recall the fact 
that there was a similar spring flood in 
IBV. The farmers planted their corn 
that year the first week of June and 
turned out the best corn ever raised in 
southern Illinois.

Buckingham left Deflator lost Saturday 
morning and at Springfield they met 
Governor Fifer, Adjt-Qenernl tieeoe and 
Dr. J, W. Keilley, secretary of the state 
board ot health, who wtre just starting 
on a tour ot inspection of the flooded 
district, and the Governor invited Mr. 
Walker and Mr. Buckingham to accom- 
pany the party, which ot course they ac- 
cepted. 


On arriving at Alton the party were 


met by the relief committee, headed by 
the mayor of Alton and Dr. Easkel, 
president ot the state board of health, 
and were driven in carriages to the bluffs 
where they had a fine view of the country 
covered with water, which extended into 
Missouri as tar as you can see with a 
strong field glass, After this sight-seeing 
was over, the party were taken to East 
St. Louis on a special boat, accompanied 
by the committee, and on the way down 
it was a sight to behold. Farms, of the 
very finest in Illinois, were from 10 to 20 
feet nnder water. Houses, barns, hay- 
stacks and corn cribs were to ba seen all 
over the American Bottom one half to 
two-thirds submerged by the great flood 
The Alton people have been doing a 
noble work in removing and taking care 
of the sufferers. 


On arriving at East St. Louis the party 


wero taken to the mayor's office, nnd on 
inquiry of this dignitary by the Governor, 
it was learned that he nnd his committee 
had all they could attend to in the city 
without knowing anything abont or look- 
ing after the country np or down tha 
river, but ex pressed himself as being able 
to take care ot the sufferers in the city 
without any immediate help. 


It was then decided by the Governor 


to go to Belleville and try to ascertain it 
possible what the conditions ot the peo- 
ple were immediately below East St. 
Louis; and on arriving at Belleville the 
party were driven in carriages to the res- 
dence of Ex-U. S. Marshal Weber. 
Mr. 


W. is now mayor. There it was learned 
that there were a great many families 
driven from the bottom lauds, and were 
being cared for by the good people of 
Belleville. Mayor Weber informed the 
Governor that he and the relief commit- 
tee could take care ot the people for 
a while, but that it would be advisable 
to devise some means for help in the near 
future. The Governor ana party, after 
taking tea with Mr. and Mrs. Weber, re- 
turned to St. Louis. 


After remaining there all night the 


party left on the boat Spread Eagle to 
Alton, where they were again met by the 
Mayor,Dr. Haskel and others. Dr. Has- 
kel took them on board tho boat Piasa, 
treating them to a line ride on the big 
water. The Governor had previously 
telegraphed to Col. Bnrtlett to meet him 
at Alton with the fish commission boat 
Lotus, and he was there when the party 
arrived At this point General Beece was 
sent down tbe river to Chester to ascer- 
tain the condition ot the sufferers ot the 
lower Mississippi and the rest of the 
party, Governor Fifer, Dr. Kailley, Mr. 
Walker and Mr. Buckingham, took the 
boat Lotus und went up the Illinois 
river to see the condition of things on 
the Illinois, leaving Alton at 2 p. m. 
Sunday. At Hardin, county seat of Cal- 
houn county, they tied up for the night. 
Although they arrived there after nine 
o'clock, in fifteen minutes the little boat 
was Oiled with citizens greeting the GOT.

He will receive 81? a month to start 
with. The third yeur he will receive 814 
a month, tbe fourth year ¥15 a month, 
and t bo fifth year $16 a month.

he desires to enlist for another live years 
las receives Zii a month more BB hie regu 
lar salary. If at the end of 13 months 
the recruit wishes to leave the array be 
may purchase bis discharge for $120, to 
cover expenses, which amount is de- 
creased at the rate of $5 a mouth until 
the end of the third year. When his 
third years' service has expired he may 
be granted a furlough ot three months to 
visit his home or friends or go wbere ho 
pleases, and if he then does not wish to 
re-enter the army he miy receive his dis- 
charge for nothing. 


These advautnges are certainly goodt 


but there are others. At nearly every 
post there are excellent schools, where 
soldiers receive an excellent education. 
Captain Gregory told the reporter of one 
instance where a recruit could not write 
his own name when he enlisted, but at 
the end of hia first term of service (live 
years) he was well educated and became 
a law student. 
QAs soon as a recruit is enlisted be is 
generally sont by Captain Gageby either 
to New York harbor or to Columbus bar- 
racks, where he is thoroughly drilled. 


The allowance for clothing made by 


the government is so liberal that tbe 
soldier may save at least $75 during his 
enlistment, which goes to bis credit. 


Concluding, Capt. Gageby eaid: "The 


recruit has many advantages. He gets D 
snilicient salary; he is well treated and 
travels a great deal, seeing much ot the 
wef^ern country. A man who receives 
81.25 or 81 CO a day is well benefited by 
thu chang.>. The 'regular' generally has 
a goo.l time And none ot them are found 
wanting for Ihe necessaries of life." 


Recruits, as fast as enlisted, will remain 


at Springfield until theie are squads of 
four or five, when they will be sent ont.

SIGHTS AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Notes on What May Be Been at the 


Oreat Exposition. 


Insurance aggregating more than 83,- 


000,000 is now carried on the World's 
Fair buildings. 


Gen. J. U. Brinker, one ot the alternate 


National Commisskmers from Mississippi, 
haa in hia possession, and will exhibit five 
bales of cotton that was raised by Blare 
labor in 1862-3. 


An association has been formed in 


Germany to organize excursion parties to 
visit the World's Fair and incidentally 
Niagara Falls, and a number of the larger 
citiec. It is proposed to a03omplinh this 
within a period of sixty days and an ex- 
pense of between $250 and $300. 


Great Britain's bmlding at the Exposi- 


tion will be a typical specimen of a pic- 
turesque, bal'-timbered English home ot 
the time of Henry VIII, or about the 
period which the World's Fair will oom- 
memorate. It will be ninety feet square, 
two stories high, and bnilt of red bncb 
heavy timber and yellowish terra oottn, 
with red tiling for the roof. 


In the women's exhibit from South 


Dakota will be a life size statue of a 
Sioux Indian maiden. The subject was 
Minnehahn, the eighteen year old daugh- 
ter of Sitting Bear, who was prominent 
in the engagement with Qen. Coaler's 
troops on the Little Big Horn. Minne- 
haha fell in love with a lieutenant in the 
U. B. army at Fort Sully and died of a 
broken heart. 


The Exposition probably will not have 


an Eiffel tower or anything approximat- 
ing it in height, except the elevation to 
which the captive balloons will ascend. 
There will be, however, three observation 
towers about 300 feet high for the accom- 
modation of visitors, who want to take a 
bird's eye view of the grounds and build- 
ings 
These towers will be of elaborate 


design and beantifnl in appearance and 
will cost about 8200,000 each. 


Visitors to the Exposition will be able 


to go comfortably and expeditioualy from 
one part of the grounds to the other and 
obtain advantageous views ot the bnild- 
inga. They may do this either in electric 
boats through the lagoone, or by ihe in- 
tramural elevated electric railway. The 
contract for the latter has been awarded 
There will be five miles of double track 
and stations at convenient points. The 
route, as mapped out, runs from one end 
to the other ot the grounds in a sinuous 
coarse, The fare will be live cents, and 
the capacity of the road about 20,000 en 
hour. 


The Illinois Woman's Exposition Board 


contemplates a novel exhibit as part ot 
its work, in the form ot a model home. 
The idea is to show the ideal conditions 
that should surround a woman's lite in 
the household and demonstrate the facil- 
ities that cnn be provided at a moderate 
cost. It the plan is carried into execu- 
tion 86,000 will be appropriated end the 
building erected with a special view to 
its sanitary conditions and arrangements 
for heating, lighting and cooking. The 
members ot the board n ho advocate the 
exhibit are confident they can secure lib- 
eral contributions ot material from Illi- 
nois builders, thereby bringing its cost 
within a reasonable limit. 


The women of Philadelphia have a 


project of similar character. They are 
raising money by subscription to erect 
and exhibit at the fair a model "Phila- 
delphia Mechanic's Home."

May Corn Goes Ballooning. 


May corn took n big jump in Chicago 


on Saturday, and touched 72 cents, an 
advance of 10 cents over tbe opening. It 
then dropped slowly end again went np, 
closing finally at 70c. When there were 
sellers buyers could not be found and 
when shorts wanted to cover there was 
nothing to sell. That was tbe prevailing 
feature of the trade, and while the ad- 
vance was unusually great it was of no 
special interest to the crowd. The rise 
had but little effect on the active month 
(July), around which the interest now 
centers, and the trading in July futures 
was active. 
D Seldom has there been an advance on 
change that involved so few deals and at 
the same created so little interest. The 
few shorts out seemed to be scattered 
about among nobody knows whom, and 
on the other hand those who have corn 
for May to sell are not known. The best 
posted say not 50,000 bushels have been 
traded in since the price wns 50o and 
this is a fair estimate. The closing prioe 
on May corn to-day was 63 cents. 


THE BTBAWBBBRY CROP. 


Great Activity at Oantralia—Ber- 


ries tor Three Weeks. 


A resident at dentrslia write* that it 


is now nearing the busiest season ot the 
year for the people ot that vicinity tor 
the strawberry harvest 
The crop is 


looking well, and, unless a damaging 
frost comes, one ot tbe largest crops tor 
many years will be gathered. The eon- 
tinned wet weather has been a benefit to 
the crop, as it is thought it will lengthen 
the time of bearing. The cool weather 
baa been the cause ot some delay, but 
that ia not a serious feature. There are, 
this year, 2,000 acres of strawberry plants 
within a radius of four miles of Centralia. 
The life of the crop is about three 
weeks, during which time all is n hustle. 
Pickers are gathering in from other parts, 
and by the time heavy picking begins 
there will be thousands of them here- 
They are paid 2o a quart for picking, acd 
last year 865,000 were paid by the grow- 
ers for this service. It is expected this 
amount will be exceeded this year. A 
few berries are now being picked, but 
genuine work will not be begun till the 
latter part of the week, when 15 cars of 
berries will leave Centraha every day. It 
took 250 oars to got last year's crop to 
the market. 


The Jacksonville Southeastern and Illi- 


nois Central companies are making the 
usual annual fight for this freight. -It 
used to bo that tbe Central had a sure 
tiling, but since building ot the Jack- 
sonville tbe cars can be gotten cter the 
Wabash in about as good time as the 
Central. The Jacksonville has had four 
solicitors there for several days, who have 
been visiting the growers trying to get 
trade. The Central bos not made much 
of an effort, but thinks it will get there 
just the same. The Fruit Growers' asso- 
ciation controls about two-thirds of the 
stock, and it ia understood that it hse 
given its shipments to the Jacksonville 
road.
